DETAILED ALLOWANCE 
Pending Claims 

Claims 18-22, 24-26, 28, 29, 31, and 32 are pending. 

Priority 

1 . Applicant has provided a certified translation of their foreign priority document: DE 10 
353 953.0, filed November 18, 2003. By doing so, they have perfected their claim for foreign 
priority. As a result, the following rejection has been rendered moot: 

• The rejection of claims 18-22 and 24-26 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Wissing et al. (US 2006/0003166 
Al). 

Response to Amendment 

2. The rejection of claim 23 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Wissing et al. (US 2006/0003166 Al) has been rendered 
moot by the cancellation of this claim. 

3. The rejection of claim 23 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Krishnan et al. (US Pat. No. 5,492,550) has been 
rendered moot by the cancellation of this claim. 

4. The rejection of claims 18, 19, 21, 22, 24-26, 28, and 29 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Krishnan et al. (US 
Pat. No. 5,492,550) has been overcome by amendment.

5. The rejection of claim 20 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Krishnan et 
al. (US Pat. No. 5,492,550) in light of Miyamoto et al. (US Pat. No. 5,656,701) has been 
overcome by amendment. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments, see page 9 of the response, filed November 30, 2009, with 
respect to the teachings of Krishnan et al. have been considered and are persuasive. The Office 
agrees that the Krishnan et al. fail to teach or suggest the newly amended relative amounts of 
polyurethane resin and epoxy resin (see claims 18, 31, and 32) in their compositions featuring 
the instantly claimed components (1), (2), and (3). Accordingly, the prior art rejections over 
Krishnan ct al. have been withdrawn.
